Silver, Gold, Britain And France In The News 


1965 Canadian Proof-like coins 
will be made available again to col- 
lectors this year. An announce- 
ment to this effect is forthcoming 
in the next few months and will 
specify limits per customer and 
mode of ordering. 

This important change in Ot- 
tawa’s plans was announced by 


Walter L. Gordon, Canadian Min- 


ister of Finance in Ottawa, ac- 
es to dispatches received 
ere.

As a result of the potential re- 
opening of orders, the ‘percentage 
boys” took their first big beating 
of the season. 1965 Proof-like sets 
of Canada were trading at $12 for 
future deliver just before the an- 
nouncement. A few hours later 
prices dropped to the $8 level. 


Silver in the News 


“Public confidence in a currency 
is a subtle thing” stated Mr. Simon 
Strauss, vice president of Amer- 
ican Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany in an address before’ the 
Colorado Mining Association. He 
added: “and the sense of security 
engendered by the circulation of 
coins of intrinsic value is not 
something to be cast aside lightly.” 

Dispelling the somewhat flimsy 
arguments on foreign silver coin- 
ages set forth by the Silver Users 
Association, Mr. Strauss elabora- 
ted: “For the last five years 
France has been minting a silver 
five-frane coin—equivalent in face 
value to $1 at current exchange 
rates. Now the decision has been 


- made to mint this year a_ silver 
-ten-franc coin, equivalent to $2 in 


face value. It will be slightly small- 
er in size than the U. S. silver dol- 


Jar and will have about 90% of 
~ . the silver content of the dollar. 


“Italy has taken an even more 
significant step,” Mr. Strauss ad- 
ded. “On January 28, the Bank 


of Italy announced that it would 


issue no new 500-lire banknotes 
after February 1 and these notes 
will cease to be legal tender on 
June 30. 





“Thus by mid-year,” Mr. Strauss 
explained, “the only legal cur- 
rency item in the 500-lire denomi- 
nation will be a silver coin, some- 
what lighter than the U. S. 50-cent 
piece—11 grams in place of 12% 
grams—and with an 8314% sil- 
ver content in place of our 90%. 
The present exchange value of 500 
lire is 80 cents U. S. 

“These two developments are 
highly significant in the face of 
the claims, made by some who are 
urging elimination of silver from 


-¥U. 8. coinage, that intrinsic value 
in a medium of exchange can be a ~ 


serious disadvantage,” Mr. Strauss 
observed. “The governments of 
France and Italy obviously think 
otherwise or they would not be 
taking these steps at this time. 


_ VU. K. Devaluation 

“In fact, so far as I am aware, 
the only major industrialized coun- 
try without silver in its subsidiary 
coinage is Great Britain. The 
British converted to cupro-nickel 
coinage in 1946 when the pound 
sterling was selling at $4. This 
decision was the first step in the 
deterioration of the position of 
British currency. Since then the 
pound has been devalued to $2.80 
and is again under pressure.” 


Gold and DeGualle 
According to Reuters dispatches 
from Paris, General De Gaulle ad- 
vocated a return to a gold stan- 
dard, and said there was a “golden 
rule in international exchanges to 
restore equilibrium from one mon- 


etary zone to another by means of 
the precious metal.” 

General De Gaulle said the situ- 
ation should be thoroughly re- 
examined by the countries con- 
cerned, and considered that the 
international Monetary Fund, as 
well as the “club of ten” was a 
suitable place for such talks. 

He said France ardently desired 
to save the United Nations and ad- 
ded, “It is evident that Washing- 
ton, Moscow, London, Peking and 
Paris should reach an understand- 
ing on this matter.” He suggested 


“the meeting should be held in Ge- 


neva. 

“The gold exchange no longer 
corresponds to today’s realities. 
Its drawbacks are increasing. 

“This is the time to reconsider 
the question calmly,” General De 
Gaulle told a press conference. 

“The transcendental value of 
the dollar has been lost,” he said. 

“The dollar is no longer an im- 
partial international measure of 
value, it is a means of payment be- 
longing to a single nation.” 

The “six” now have as big gold 
reserves as the United States and 
they would have bigger reserves 
still if they changed all their dol- 
lars into gold, stated De Gaulle. 


Gold Legislation Opposed 


Forty-six members of the Eco- 
nomists’ National Committee on 
Monetary Policy (79 Madison Ave., 
N. Y. 16) have signed a resolution 
opposing the reduction or removal 
of the gold reserve requirements 
as proposed by President Johnson. 
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They said “this procedure would 
mean a further weakening in the 
quality of our dollar.” 

The resolution stated: “A re- 
duction in our gold reserve re- 
quirements constitutes a move to- 
ward a weaker currency. A repeal 
of those requirements would throw 
this nation into a fiat money sys- 
tem, the weakest and most danger- 
ous type of money known to man, 

“The present relatively low ra- 
tio of our monetary gold stock to 
our nongold dollars and the fears 
of other nations regarding the fu- 


the widespread contentions that 
gold is an unimportant or unneces- 
sary element in a good monetary 
system. To weaken still further 
the quality ef our dollar is to 
make even more dangerous the 
position in which this nation now 
finds itself. 

“The correct solution is to be 
found in giving our dollars of all 
varieties the quality of integrity. 
Then the demands for our gold, in 
preference to the more convenient 
and economical substitutes should 
tend to subside. To provide this 
quality, the gold standard should 
be instituted at the present statu- 
tory rate of $35.00 per fine ounce 
of gold. Such action should cause 
the Government and banks to 
exercise greater restraint in the 
use of nongold substitutes, should 
induce the release and addition to 
our monetary gold stock of a large 
portion of the $12,672,000,000 of 
gold earmarked for foreign ac- 
count, and should cause an expor- 
tation of gold to this nation. 

“There is no good substitute for 
a thorough-going gold standard 
and the restraining influences it 
exercises over governments and 
banks in the uses of nongold mon- 
ey and credit. Our present mone- 
tary difficulties illustrate the im- 
portance of that fact.” 


Senator Bennett on Gold 

An urgent plea for sanity and 
restraint in considering the gold 
situation was’ made by Senator 
Bennett-R of Utah who hoped that 
witnesses will “avoid intemperate 
statements of panic and crisis” 
during the hearings by the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee.

Israel and Vatican City are vir- 


tually the only countries which 


extensively honor religion on their 
coinage, the latter’s position as 
spiritual leader of the Catholic 
world explains this fact. Global 
religious leadership in Judaism, 
however, is not a clear-cut issue, 
therefore Israel’s determination to 
make the religious theme a re- 
curring coinage feature might in- 
dicate the country’s eagerness to 
assume the spiritual leadership of 
the Judaic world. This theory is 
of course speculation and is the 
subject of debate between meats 
and opposing factions. 


Israel’s economy has undergone 


radical changes in recent years; 


from an essentially rural and 
agricultural economy now emerg- 
es a vast industrial and commer- 
cial complex. A recent Barclay’s 
Bank Survey indicated “the Kib- 
butzim (community enterprises ) 
are making an increased contribu- 
tion to industrial development, 
and instead of continuing to con-

Israel’s monetary system under- 
went several changes since inde- 
pendence. Immediately following 
the British mandate, the unit was 
1-pound = 100 mils (as still re- 
tained in Cyprus), followed by 
1-pound = 1000 prutah. In 1960 
this system was abandoned in 
favor of the 1-pound = = 100 agorot 
division still in course. The Israeli 
pound is quoted at approximately

commemorative silver issues 
(crowns) 1958-1964 struck of sil- 
ver 900 fine, weighing 25 grams, 
and measuring 34 millimeters in 
diameter. The predecessor to these 
issues was the 500-prutah crown 
of 1949, struck of silver 500 fine 
however.

HE market continued to have 

prosperous overtones this wcek 
with total advances exceeding de- 
clines by an eight to five margin. 
Franklin half dollars were the 
leaders, closely followed by Jef- 
ferson nickels, dimes and quar- 
ters. 

The Franklin series saw fif- 
teen advances and not a single 
decline as heavy buying took 
place throughout the denomina- 
tion. While the 1953-P and 1955-P 
scored the biggest gains dollar 
wise, they were joined by the late 
date issues whose gains of one 
and two dollars each were just as 
large, percentagewise. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the issues from 19538 
‘through 1963 were demanded as 
actively as we have ever seen in 
recent months. It is likely that the 
possible increase in silver prices 
has stirred up this interest in the 
issues with prices close to face. 

- Jefferson nickels continued 
their advance of last week with 
heavy demands for the war year 
issues. The 1942-D and 1942-P II 
recorded gains of $15 and $12, 
respectively. The 1948 and 1949 


- San Francisco issues were also 


traded in large numbers though 


- the supply was never large enough 


to fulfill the demand. Many rolls 


- of 1950-D’s were offered in the

While ten issues of dimes ad- 
vanced this week, the gains were 
of a small order of magnitude.

Interest in the 1955 is- 
sues seems to be easing some- 
what and the only one of the 
three issues which could show a 
gain was the Philadelphia variety 
now trading in the $110 range.

1961-P are requested in any quan- 
tity. 

Washington quarters were 
somewhat mixed with the 1947-S 
and the 1955-D leading the way.

in demand. All Philadelphia late 
dates rose at least two per cent 
over the week. 

Proof sets were quiet with few 
demands tor early date sets and 
all trading in late date sets tak- 
ing place at established prices. It 
appears that the proof sets have 
reached a plateau like the 1950-D 
nickel and will remain at current 
prices until the profit takers com- 
plete their selling. As previously 
mentioned, finding early date sets 
with unblemished cents is becom- 
ing increasingly difficult and such 
sets command a premium in ex- 
cess of quoted prices. 

Lincoln cents were exactly split 
down the middle with fourteen 
gains and fourteen losses for the 
week. All price changes were 
small and there was little volume 
in the series. Interest in the small 
dates is now sporadic and the

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profit takers are definitely in evi- 
dence at this time. 

And bringing up the rear as 
usual are the silver dollars. The 
count of thirteen advances and 
twenty five declines does not tell 
the true story for eleven of the 
advances were of the one or two 
dollar variety and most were caus- 
ed by interest in the purchase of 
junk dates still near face. Mean- 
while ten issues each went down 
by between five dollars and fifty 
dollars. There appears to be no 
particular reason for specific de- 
clines other than there is seldom 
a demand for a certain issue at 
the time it is offered and there- 
fore the seller is forced to lower 
his price to move the roll. 

The Market Opinion 

Despite the rosy picture of ad- 
vances and the new highs for the 
year in a number of series, we 
sense a gradual slowdown of buy- 
ing by investors as such. Most of 
the buying seems to be taking 
place between dealers for the pur- 
pose of selling to other dealers. 
No matter what pundits would 
have you believe, there is a slack- 
ing of investment interest in the 
market which began in the late 
fall and still has not been over- 
come. 

It is to be hoped that the mar- 
ket will continue to make slow 
and steady increases both in pric- 
es and in volume and the result- 
ing picture of health and _ pros- 
perity will bring new money into 
the market. :
